Home Accidents In 


Alabama Reduced 


Montgomery— Home  acci- 
dents took fewer lives in Alaba- 
ma during June than in any 
previous month this year, Ac- 
cording to reports prepared by 
the State Health Department’s 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, 
home accidents totals for the 
first six months of the year 
are; January 50, February 43, 
March 65, April 48, May 36, and 
June 30. 

The reports show that deaths 
from all types of accidents 
numbered 159 in June. In ad- 
dition to the home total, there 
were 66 motor-vehicle, 18 work 
and 41 public non-motor-vehi- 
cle fatalities. Twenty seven of 
the latter were drownings, ten 
of which involved boats. There 
were four deaths attributed to 
undescribed accidents. 

The Health Department said 
that these figures are provis- 
ional and mey vary slightly 
when final figures are received, 


SPREAD BRUCELLOSIS 

A report from Germany vet- 
erinarians in the Journal of the 
American Veterinary Medical 
Association notes that an in- 
crease in brucellosis in hares 
was followed by a similar in- 
crease in the incidence of the 
disease in sheep in their coun- 
try. 

Currently the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and prac- 
ticing veterinarians are con- 
ducting a nationwide campaign 
to eradicate this disease in cat- 
tle. Brucellosis is the largest 
single cause of abortion in meat 
and dairy animaly the AVMA 
says.

FARMERS ASKED 
TO COOPERATE 
ON YOUTH HIRE 


BIRMINGHAM— With 
Gols opening all over 
Southeast, Sterling B. Williams, 
regional director of the U. S. 
Labor Department's Wage and 
Hour and Public Contracts Di- 
visions here, issued a request 
that farmers refuse to hire any 
children under 16 years of age 
when school is in session. 

“In most cases such employ- 
ment is absolutely prohibited 
by law”, he said, “and in all 
others it is equally as impor- 
tant to the child that he gain 
all the education possible to 
meet the work challenge he will 
face when he completes high 
school.” 

The Federal Wage-Hour law 
allows children to work in ag- 
ricultural employment when 
school is not in session in the 
district where the child lives, 
but stiff penalties for wilful 
violations can make intentional 
hiring of under -age children 
expensive, he pointed out. 

Cotton-picking is now under 
Way in many counties through- 
out the area. Other crops, such 
as peanuts, pecans, corn, are 
being harvested, or soon will be. 
“Some of this work”, he con- 
tinued, “is particularly suitable 
for young people because of 
their greater agility and ease in 
the. stooping and squatting re- 
quired for speedily picking cot- 
ton, shaking peanuts, or find- 
ing and sacking pecans. 

“But farmers who want to 
use children for these occupat- 
ions must arrange to employ 
them after school hours or on 
weekends”, Williams said, 
pointing out that in many sect- 
ions of Southeast there is a 
growing practice of adapting 
the harvest srops to the days 
or hours when srhool is not in 
session,

If disabled workers do not 
apply for the new social secur- 
ity disability benefit before the 
end of the year, they stand 
to lose some of their payments.

Scott explained that in Aug- 
ust the first monthly disability 
benefit checks were delivered 
countrywide to over 1€0,000 per- 
sons 50 to 65 years of ace. The

mount as they would _ receive 
at retirement age. All those re- 
ceiving payments are so sevre- 
ly disabled that they cannot do 
any substantial work, but had 
worked under social security 
during at least 5 of the 10 
years and 1 34 of the 3 years 
immediately before becoming 
disabled. 

Anyone 50 to 65 years of age 
who meets the above require- 
ments but who has not yet 
made application for their dis- 
ability benefits should do so 
now, Scott said.

Both planting systems call for 

the Coastal Bermuda to be 
mowed or grazed heavily just 
before the first killing frost. If 
sod seeders and small grain 
crops are on the docket, An- 
drews recommended planting 
100 pounds of oats, wheat or 
rye per acre, with row Spacing 
ranging between eight and 20 
inches. However, the sod da- 
mage will be less when wider 
rows, 16 to 20 inches are used 
Detailed recommendations on 
either system may be obtained 
from any county agent.

And Roy T. Alverson, 
State supervisor of the school 
lunch program, reported that 
during the past school year, 
children drank 76,269,869 half- 
pints of milk at school alone. 
He estimated that Alabama 
children averaged drinking 28. 
040 gallons of milk at school 
each day, 9,744 gallons of this 
each day under the special 
milk program.

AFFECTS ’BAMA 


CHICK INDUSTRY

recently enacted Pouliry Pro- 
aucis inspection Act, maxing 
federal inspection a must to 
poultry meat. 

In fact, API Extension Poul- 
try Marketing Specialist Austin 
Ezzell this week expressed the 
opinion that the new Compul- 
sory Poultry Inspecvion Fro- 
gram will help strengthen Ala- 
bama’s roost among the top 
producing broiler states in tne 
country. 

He explained that two-third 
of Alabama's broilers are ship- 
ped to other _ states, Which 
means practically every prcoces- 
Sor comes under the new pro- 
gram. And much of these Ship- 
ments are to markets in cities 
with strict quality regulations. 
Then, too, the state has no seri- 
Ous infestations of poultry dis- 
eases and parasites where the 
new program could erase the 
broiler industry from an entire 
area, 

For another thing, Ezzell said, 
the new law puts poultry meat 
in a more competitive position 
among the consumers with red 
meats sush as beef and pork, 
these meats came under feder- 
al inspection in 1907. Buyers 
will have more confidence in 
the quality and wholesomeness 
of poultry meat when it bears 


the metal inspection tag. 

The new law will make it ne- 
cessary for producers to give 
top performance for improved 
quality throughout their broil- 
er program. This means breed- 
ing, feeding and management 
with special emphasis on grow- 
th rate and disease prevention. 
Under the new law, processors 
have until Jan. 1, 1959 to meet 
Specifications required. The law 
does not apply to eggs and eaz 
products, game birds, or squals, 


Expected crop production for 
this year, is about average; ao 
large oat crop, sorghum grain, 
crop more than double — !ist 
year’s; new record-setting hay 
crop, and soybeans, somewhat 
lower. 

Mechanical crop drying can 
pay a farmer both in easn and 
efficiency, accoring to the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture.
